Psy 2.01 Denial. An applicant shall be denied a license if the
applicant does not meet the standards or requirements for licensure
set forth in chapter 455, Wis. Stats., or rules promulgated thereunder.
Authorit .to denyy licensure to felons deriving from section
455.09 (1^ (a) Wis. Stats. shall be applied only where the crime
resulted from or was related to the practice of psychology.

Psy 2,02 Notice, Upon denial of an application for a license under
Pay 2.01, the board shall notify the applicant, stating the reason for
denial, and that the applicant has the right to a hearing if written
request is filed with the board within 20 days after service of the
notice of denial. Unless written request for hearing is made within the
20 day period, the applicant's right to a hearing is waived.

Psy 2,03 Service. Service of the notice of denial may be made by
mail addressed to the applicant at the latest address filed by the
applicant in writing with the board. Service by mail is complete on
the date of mailing.
